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Some heavy snow in January and February; changeable spring; cool, cloudy 


summer; mild, dry autumn: wet December. 


The weather during the first two months of the year was most remarkable for 
severe blizzards which occurred in north-eastern Scotland in January and over 
south-western England and South Wales in February. March was a mild, wet 
month almost everywhere, but April was cold and dull, although rainfall was well 
below average in some areas. For much of Scotland and Northern Ireland, April 
also marked the start of five consecutive months with below-average rainfall. The 
summer months of June, July and August were generally rather cool and dull in 
all areas. Over England and Wales the months of September, October and 
November were unusually dry, but the year ended with most parts of the United 
Kingdom having a very wet December and by the end of the month the weather 
became very cold and snowy. 


WEATHER 


January - The month was generally unsettled with severe gales at times. There 
were heavy falls of snow in some districts. particularly in Scotland and Northern 
Ireland on the 10th and over northern and eastern Britain on the 19th. On the 28th 
and 29th north-eastern Scotland was affected by a severe blizzard. 


February - The changeable weather of January continued for the first week of the 
month, but the next fortnight was very cold with easterly winds and snow in many 
areas. Heavy falls of snow occurred in the north during the second week and in the 
south-west during the third week, when a severe blizzard affected south-western 
England and South-Wales. This was followed by a rapid thaw, which led to 
flooding in some areas. 


March - The first half of the month was mild and there were outbreaks of rain or 
showers at times. Colder weather reached most districts around mid-month and 
sleet or snow occurred in many areas, particularly on the 15th and 16th. Milder 
weather returned during the last few days. 


April - The weather was mostly changeable, cool and rather dull. Snow fell in 
many areas during the second week and there were also scattered falls of snow or 
sleet at other times during the month. 


May - The first half of the month was generally cool, especially in eastern coastal 
areas, but temperatures then rose and it became very warm towards the end of 
the month. Although many western areas had little rain, other districts, 
particularly in the south-east, had heavy rain at times with thunderstorms in 
places. 


June - The warm sunny weather at the end of May continued into early June, but 
thunderstorms broke out in many districts. After the first few days, however, the 
weather during the rest of the month was mostly cool and changeable. 


July - Although there was a short spell of mainly dry and sunny weather in the 
second and third weeks, much of the month was cool and unsettled. Outbreaks of 
rain became increasingly frequent after the 21st and there were thunderstorms in 
many places. 


August - The weather was generally cool and dull with outbreaks of rain and 
scattered thunderstorms until early in the third week, when there was a change in 
most areas to somewhat warmer and drier weather. 


September - It was mostly a dry and sunny month in southern counties, but over 
the remainder of the United Kingdom the weather was changeable. There were 
widespread gales around mid-month and again in the last few days. 


October - Apart from north-western parts of Scotland, this was a very dry month 
in many areas, particularly in the south. It was also sunny and very warm at times. 


November - The first three weeks were mild and overnight fog developed 
frequently in southern parts of England and Wales. After an unsettled spell in the 
middle of the month, with gales in places, the weather became very cold with 
some snow showers in the last week. 


December - Except in north-western Scotland, most areas had a very wet month 
and there were severe gales at times. Mild spells alternated with colder weather 
but by the end of the month it became very cold everywhere. 


WIND 


Over much of Scotland the number of days during the year on which gales 
occurred was below average, exceptions being the Inner Hebrides and exposed 
western coasts of Strathclyde. Over most of England, Wales and Northern Ireland 
gale frequencies were about or below average, but in some western and south- 
western coastal areas occurrences were above average. Gales were widespread 
and severe at times during January. On the night of the 2nd/3rd westerly gales 
developed and a gust of 110 kt was recorded at the high level station at Snaefell 
(Isle of Man); severe northerly gales affected many areas on the 11th/12th, when 
the strong winds, coinciding with high tides, led to much flooding and damage 
along the east coast of England; and on the 28th and 29th severe northerly gales 
brought blizzard conditions to northern Scotland. During February, southwestern 
areas were affected by severe gales on the 1st and 2nd and again on the 18th and 
19th. Winds were generally lighter during the first two weeks of March, except 
along some western and northern coasts, but during the last two weeks of the 


month stronger winds occurred and a gust of 79 kt was recorded at Scilly (St 


Mary’s) on the 22nd. Winds occasionally reached gale force on exposed coasts 
during April, and Tiree in the Inner Hebrides recorded a gust of 61 kt on the 9th. 
During May, winds were often light, and sea breezes occurred in some coastal 
districts. Winds reached gale force ir the west and north on a few occasions 
during June, and on the 17th north-easterly gales affected some coastal areas in 
England and Wales. At the beginning and end of July, gales were reported on 
exposed western and northern coasts, although winds were generally lighter at 
other times during the month. During much of August winds were light or 
moderate, but occasionally became fresh or strong on exposed coasts. Gales 
were widespread at times during September. On the 11th high winds over 
England and Wales led to the death of two people and on the evening of the 16th 
severe gales affected northern Scotland, with gusts of more than 80 kt occurring 
in Orkney and Shetland. During October, winds were often fresh or strong in 
exposed places in western and northern areas and occasionally reached gale 
force. Throughout November gales occurred frequently in the north; at Lerwick, 
in Shetland, gales were recorded on 14 days during the month, the highest total 


‘ for any November since 1953. On the 14th Kirkwall (Orkney) recorded a gust of 80 


kt and Fair Isle reported a gust of 100 kt. December was also a windy month with 
frequent gales in exposed places, except during the third week when winds were 
lighter. On the 7th gusts of over 70 kt were reported from several high-level 
stations in the north, and on the 12th and 13th gusts of between 70 and 75 kt were 
recorded in the Isles of Scilly and along the Channel coasts during severe south- 
westerly gales. 


TEMPERATURE 


Mean temperatures for the year were within 0.5 °C of average almost everywhere. 
Values were around or just below average in most areas and exceeded the normal 
only in parts of Northern Ireland, in some eastern coastal districts of Scotland, and 
in a few widely scattered areas in north-western England, the Midlands and 
south-eastern England. Monthly mean temperatures were mostly below normal 
in January and February, but March was a mild month. Mean temperatures in 
April were well below average in all districts. May was a month of contrasts \ sith 
eastern districts of England remaining very cool for much of the month, whilst 
other areas, and especially Northern Ireland and Scotland, were warm. June, July 
and August were cool months with mean temperatures below normal in most 
areas, but the autumn months of September, October and November were mild. 
Mean temperatures for December were below average in most areas, except in 
East Anglia and southern counties of England. 


January - Monthly mean temperatures were between 0.5 and 1.0°C below 
average in Cornwall, in northernmost counties of England and over much of 
Scotland, but were mostly within 0.5 °C of normal elsewhere. Although the 
second half of the month was generally colder than the first, there were some cold 
nights early in the month, the temperature falling to -18.2 °C at Lagganiia in the 
Scottish Highlands on the 4th. 


February - Mean temperatures were below average everywhere. After the first 
week the weather became very cold; in parts of eastern England the temperature 
did not rise above 0 °C during the period from the 9th to 13th. In Scotland the 
lowest temperature reported since 1963 occurred at Keith (Grampian Region) on 
the20th when a minimum of -22.0 °C was recorded. 


' March - This was generally a mild month with mean temperatures above average 


almost everywhere. The second week was very mild with maxima exceeding 
18°C at one or two places in central England and near the Welsh border in Powys. 


April - Monthly mean temperatures were mostly between 1.0 and 2.5 °C below 
normal. This was the coldest April over England and Wales generally since 1922, 
over Northern Ireland since 1941 (although 1966 was similar) and over Scotland 
since 1970. Minima of around -10 °C were recorded at a few places in Scotland 
and in North Wales on the nights of the 9th/10th and 10th/11th. 


May - Most eastern areas remained cool with mean temperatures below normal, 
but in northern and western parts of the United Kingdom mean temperatures 
were above average. Districts away from the east coast became very warm 
towards the end of the month with maxima reaching about 28 °C in one or two 
places. 


June - Although the first few days of the month were warm with maxima 
exceeding 28 °C at several places, much of the month was cool with mean 
temperatures below average in most areas. 


July - Monthly mean temperatures were below average in all areas. Although the 
month was generally cool, it became warm in many places between the Sth and 
17th and again towards the end of the month, when a maximum of 27.6 °C was 
recorded at Gillingham (Kent). 


August - This was another cool month with mean temperatures below average, 
except in eastern Scotland and in the Border counties. The highest temperatures 
occurred on the 20th when maxima of 26.5 °C were reported in south-eastern 
England. 
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September - Monthly mean temperatures were within 1 C of average almost 
everywhere. The month started rather cool, but it became very warm in some 
areas during the second week, temperatures reaching 26 C at one or two places in 
East Anglia on the 10th. 


October - Except in Shetland, monthly mean temperatures were above average 
everywhere, exceeding the normal by between 1 and2 Cin many areas. After the 
first few days it became warm in many districts and during the second week 
maxima of at least 25 C were recorded at several places in East Anglia, the south 
Midlands and southern England. 


November - Despite a very cold spell in the last week, monthly mean temp- 
eratures were above average almost everywhere with values more than 2 C 
above normal in many districts. The weather was generally mild until the 23rd and 
maxima of around 18 C were recorded at several places. It became very cold in 
the last week with widespread frost, the temperature falling to -11.5 C at Mepal 
(Cambridgeshire) on the night of the 29th/30th. 


December - Monthly mean temperatures were below average, except in southern 
counties of England, in parts of East Anglia and in a few places in northern 
Scotland. After a cold start, most areas became mild until around mid-month; on 
the 10th the temperature ros« to 16.0 C at Yeovilton (Somerset) and to 16.1 Cat 
Pen-y-Ffridd (Gwynedd) on the 111.1. Colder conditions returned during the third 
week and, after another mild upel' in southern counties, very cold weather spread 
to all areas at the end of the month. 


The following tables have been compiled for (a) England and Wales, (b) Scotland 
and (c) Northern Ireland.

RAINFALL 


Annual rainfall totals were above average over much of the eastern half of Britain 
extending from the Greater London area in the south to the Moray Firth in the 
north. Above-average rainfall also fell in north-western parts of Scotland and in 
the Central Lowlands, over much of Northern Ireland, in parts of North Wales and 
in some coastal areas of southern England. Values ranged from 100 to 120 per 
cent of the normal in these areas. Most remaining districts had less than average 
rainfall but with values mostly above 80 per cent. During the first three months of 
the year rainfall was above average in many parts of the United Kingdom but a 
five-month period commenced in April during which monthly rainfall totals in 
most of Scotland and Northern Ireland were below average. Rainfall was more 
variable over England and Wales during this period, but many places recorded 
less than average. During September, Scotland and Northern Ireland were wet, 
whilst most areas in England and Wales remained dry. October was a dry month 
almost everywhere and rainfall was also below average during November over 
most of England and Wales, where the period from September to November was 
the driest such period since 1805. Some parts of northern and western Scotland 
were very wet in November, and December was a wet month in most areas, 
except in north-western Scotland. 


January - Rainfall was about or below average in some western districts, but was 
above normal elsewhere with monthly totals exceeding 150 per cent of average in 
many places. More than twice the normal rainfall for the month was reported over 
high ground in Cumbria and in the Grampian Region of Scotland. 


February - Rainfall was below average in extreme south-eastern England, in parts 
of Wales and north-western England, over much of Northern Ireland and in the 
western half of Scotland. Monthly totals were above average in most other areas, 
with more than twice the normal falling in places in eastern Scotland and north- 
eastern England, in the Channel Isles and in most of south-western England. 


March - Monthly totals were below average in parts of Wales, in north-eastern 
and extreme south-eastern England and in the central Midlands. All other areas 
had above average rainfall with totals exceeding 200 per cent of normal in some 
districts. A number of places in Scotland had their wettest March on record and 
over Northern Ireland it was the wettest March since 1940. 


April - Rainfall was above average in eastern coastal areas from the Moray Firth to 
the Wash and over most of England south-east of a line from the Wash to Torbay. 
Totals exceeded 150 per cent of normal in parts of eastern Scotland and in Kent. 
Rainfall was below average almost everywhere else, with less than half the 
normal being recorded in many places. Parts of western Scotland were 
particularly dry with totals below 25 per cent of average. 


May - Except in parts of north-eastern England and in an area extending from the 
Humber to the Home Counties, rainfall was below average for the month. Most 
western areas and a large part of central and southern Scotland recorded less 
than half the normal, with less than 25 per cent of average falling in places. At 
Stornoway (Western !sles) and Paisley (Strathclyde) this was the driest May since 
1890 and 1895 respectively. 


June - Rainfall distribution was rather variable but, in general, totals were below 
average in most northern and western areas, and over much of southern England. 
Above-average rainfall was recorded elsewhere; in a broad belt extending from 
North Wales to Lincolnshire and Norfolk, totals exceeded 150 per cent of the 
normal. On the 1st, 82.4 mm of rain fell in 2 hours at Heythrop College. near 
Chipping Norton (Oxfordshire). 


July - Monthly totals were generally below average in Northern Ireland and over 
much of Scotland. Rainfall was more variable over England and Wales, but many 
areas had more than the normal for the month. There were heavy falls in some 
places: on the 31st, 71.4 mm fell at Winfrith (Dorset) in 13 hours from 0325 GMT. 


August - Rainfall amounts were very variable. Monthly totals were above 
average in parts of eastern and southern Scotland, north-eastern England, North 
Wales and ina few isolated areas elsewhere in the United Kingdom. Rainfall totals 
were mainly below average in remaining areas and some districts were very dry 
with less than half the normal being recorded in parts of South Wales and 
southern England. 


September - There was a sharp contrast between the rainfall totals recorded in 
the north and those in the south, values ranging from over 200 per cent of average 
in the south of Argyllshire to less than 20 per cent in parts of southern England. 
Rainfall totals were generally above average over much of Scotland and Northern 
Ireland, and also in parts of north-western and north-eastern England. Most other 
areas had less than average rainfall. 


October - The month was very dry in all areas, except in north-western Scotland. 
Less than 25 per cent of the average fell in parts of eastern Scotland, and also in an 
area south of a line from the Humber to south-west Wales, where many places 
had less than 10 per cent of the normal. At Gravesend in Kent the total rainfall for 
the month was only 0.1 mm. 


November - Rainfall totals over much of Scotland were well above average, 
although the eastern coastal strip was dry with only about 30 per cent of normal 
falling in the Aberdeen area. Rainfall was above average over most of Northern 
Ireland, and also in Wales and in parts of north-western England. Over remaining 
parts of England less than half the normal fell in many places and along the 
Sussex coast only about 10 per cent of average rainfall for the month was 
recorded. 


December - Except in the north-west of Scotland, where some places recorded 
less than 25 per cent of average, monthly rainfall totals were well above the 
normal. Many places recorded more than twice their normal rainfall, and over 
Northern Ireland it was the wettest December since records began in 1900 whilst 
over England and Wales taken together it was the wettest since 1934.

THUNDER 


Thunder was reported at times during each month of the year. Throughout the 
first four months thunderstorms were only scattered, but during the first week of 
May heavy rain and thunderstorms occurred in parts of eastern and south-eastern 
England, leading to flooding in places. On 22nd May isolated thunderstorms were 
reported in Scotland and in Northern Ireland, where 32 mm of rain fell in 30 
minutes at Knockbreckan near Belfast. There were further thundery outbreaks in 
many places on 31st May, and on 1st June severe thunderstorms occurred in 
many areas; in central England hailstones measuring up to 3 cm were reported, 
local flooding caused considerable damage and power supplies were disrupted 
by lightning. Many areas were also affected by storms on 4th June and there were 
isolated reports of thunderstorms at other times during the month. Thunder- 
storms occurred in places during the early part of July and again towards the end 
of the month. During the first half of August scattered thunderstorms were 
reported in many areas; on the 2nd thunderstorms disrupted electricity supplies 
in parts of Scotland, and on the 3rd a girl was injured by lightning at Lowestoft 
(Suffolk). There were scattered thunderstorms during September, and in October 
isolated thunderstorms occurred during the middie two weeks of the month. 
Isolated thunderstorms were reported in north-western districts during 








November and there were a few reports of thunderstorms during December, 
mostly in the south and south-west. 


SNOW AND SLEET 


Snow or sleet fell on more days than average in most areas during January. 
Shetland, south-eastern Scotland and north-eastern England also had snowfall 
on more than the average number of days in February, but elsewhere the 
frequency was about normal. During March snow was reported on about the 
average number of days in most areas, although there were more occasions than 
normal in Northern Ireland and over high ground in Scotland, the south Pennines, 
Wales and Dartmoor. The number of days with snowfall was above average in 
central and southern England and in Northern Ireland during April; elsewhere 
occurrences were about average. Sleet showers were reported in Shetland early 
in May, and over the higher parts of the Scottish mountains there were isolated 
reports of snow or sleet in each month from May to September. Snow patches 
continued to lie at high levels in Scotland throughout the summer and it was not 
until late September that the last observed patches finally thawed. There were 
several occasions during October when snow or sleet was reported in Shetland 
and also over high ground in Scotland, England and North Wales. During 
November and December the number of days with snowfall was about average in 
most districts. 


January - Snow fell in northern districts of the United Kingdom at the beginning 
of the month, but also affected many other areas between the 9th and 12th and 
from the 16th onwards. Snowfall was heavy in northern areas on the 10th and 
again in northern and eastern Britain on the 19th. The heaviest falls, however, 
were at the end of the month when, on the 28th and 23th, north-eastern Scotland 
experienced a severe blizzard which brought considerable hardship to the area. 


February - During the middle two weeks all areas had showers or longer periods 
of snow at times. On the 12th Edinburgh had its heaviest snowfall since 1955, 
when level depths of between 20 and 25cm were measured in the city. On the 18th 
and 19th south-western England and South Wales were affected by an unusually 
_ severe blizzard: drifts of at least 6 m were reported over a wide area and several 
towns and villages were isolated for some days. 


March - There were scattered showers of snow or sleet in parts of Scotland during 
the first week, but snowfall became rather more widespread around mid-month. 
Snow did not lie for long on low ground, but the upper slopes of the Scottish 
mountains were snow-covered throughout the month. 


April - Falls of snow or sleet were mostly confined to the periods between the 9th 

and 15th and between the 25th and 28th. The heaviest falls were on the 10th and 
11th when many parts of the United Kingdom were affected: a level depth of 20 

cm was reported at Bedford on the evening of the 10th. 


May - Sleet showers occurred in Shetland at the beginning of the month and the 
higher slopes of the Scottish mountains remained snow-covered throughout the 
month. 


June, July and August - There were isolated reports of snow or sleet over high 
ground in Scotland. 


September - Sleet fell in the central Highlands of Scotland on the 23rd and 24th. 
Patches of lying snow which had been observed on the higher slopes of the 
Cairngorms finally disappeared during the third week. 


October - Snow showers occurred in Shetland on the 20th and 24th, but 
otherwise reports of snow were restricted to mountain areas in North Wales, the 
Pennines and Scotland. 


November - Scattered showers of snow or sleet occurred at times in northern 
areas between the 12th and 23rd, but snow showers were reported in many areas 
from the 24th onwards. Snow covered the higher Scottish mountains during the 
last week and also lay on high ground in Wales and in northern and south-western 
England. 


December - Scattered snow showers fell during the first few days of the month 
and between the 20th and 23rd falls of snow were more widespread. During the 
last few days of the month there were frequent falls of snow in all areas and strong 
easterly winds led to considerable drifting; drifts of up to 2m were reported in the 
central Highlands of Scotland, on the Yorkshire Wolds and on Dartmoor. 


SUNSHINE 


Annual sunshine totals were below average in most districts with values 
generally between 80 and 100 per cent of normal. Only in isolated areas in 
Northern Ireland, in the north Midlands and in south-west Eng!and were totals 
above average with values around 105 per cent. Sunshine totals were rather 
variable during the first three months of the year, although January was quite 
sunny in some areas. April was dull in most districts, but May was sunny in 
Scotland and in parts of England and Wales. The summer months of June, July 
and August were dull in many districts and in parts of Scotland the remaining 
months of the year were also rather dull. September was sunny over much of 
England and Wales, but it continued generally dull in Northern Ireland. Although 
October sunshine totals were below average in parts of Scotland, England and 
Wales, Northern Ireland had a sunny month; this ended a spell of seven con- 
secutive months when sunshine totals were below average in the Province. Some 
parts of England and Wales were quite sunny in November, but December was 
dull in most areas, except in Northern Ireland. 


January - Monthly sunshine totals were below average in East Anglia, the east 
Midlands, Lincolnshire and Kent, and over northern Scotland. All other areas had 
more than normal for the month, with totals exceeding 150 per cent of average in 
places. It was the sunniest January at Torbay (Torquay) and Teignmouth in south 
Devon since 1952, at Springburn Park in Glasgow since 1959 and over Northern 
Ireland as a whole since 1963. 


February - Sunshine totals were above average over much of the western half of 
Scotland, in Shetland and in parts of Northern Ireland. Totals were below normal 
in most other areas with values generally between 70 and 100 per cent of average, 
although a few places recorded only about 50 per cent. 


March - Monthly totals were above average in south-eastern parts of Northern 
Ireland, in Shetland and Orkne /, along eastern coasts from the north of Scotland 
to East Anglia, in North Wales and <'so in parts of central and southern England. 
Sunshine was mostly below average elsewhere. 


April - Except in Shetland, sunshine was below average almost everywhere and 
in Edinburgh it was the dullest April since 1901. Monthly totals were between 75 
and 100 per cent of the normal in most western and northern parts of the United 
Kingdom, but were only between 50 and 75 per cent in many other areas. 


May - Sunshine totals were a little below average in south-eastern England and 
East Anglia, in Northern Ireland and in parts of western Scotland. Elsewhere, 
totals were mostly between 100 and 120 per cent of average, but exceeded 130 per 
cent in the Aberdeen area. 


June - Only in parts of eastern, central and southern Scotland was sunshine 
above average. Monthly totals elsewhere were mostly between 80 and 100 per 
cent of normal, although in Northern Ireland and in some places in Wales and 
central England only between 60 and 80 per cent was recorded. 


July - Monthly totals were below normal almost everywhere in England and 
Wales. Values were between 50 and 75 per cent of average in parts of Lincolnshire, 
East Anglia, South Wales and all southern counties of England, except Cornwall; 
Southampton had its dullest July since 1944. Sunshine was also below average 
over much of Northern Ireland and in the east and north of Scotland, where 
Baltasound in Shetland recorded only 66.5 hours, the lowest July total there since 
records began in 1906. 


August - Except in southern counties of England, sunshine totals were below 
average. In one or two places in south-west England and the Channel Islands, 
totals exceeded 120 per cent of normal, but many areas were very dull with less 
than 75 per cent of average. Parts of western Scotland had only just over half the 
normal sunshine for the month and over Northern Ireland it was the dullest 
August since 1942. 


September - In Scotland, sunshine was above average in the north-east, but 
below average in other districts. Northern Ireland, the Isle of Man, a few places in 
North Wales and most of northern England away from eastern coasts also had 
less than normal sunshine for the month. Almost all remaining districts in 
England and Wales had above-average sunshine with about 140 per cent of 
normal being recorded in parts of south Devon. 


October - In Northern Ireland this was the sunniest October since 1959 and 
Hillsborough in Co. Down recorded more than 140 per cent of its normal. Monthly 
totals were also above average in Shetland, in parts of western Scotland, along 
the east coast of Scotland and England north of the Humber, and in places in 
southern counties of England and Wales. Most remaining areas had less than 
average sunshine for the month with values generally between 80 and 100 per 
cent of the normal. 


November - Sunshine was above average in eastern Scotland, in the Channel 
Islands and over most of England and Wales. Some places were very sunny, with 
over 160 per cent of the normal being recorded in parts of the Midlands and 
eastern England. In contrast, some places in western Scotland were very dull, 
with less than 65 per cent of average in the Hebrides. The Isle of Man and most of 
Northern Ireland also recorded less than average sunshine. 


December - Monthly totals were above average over Northern Ireland and also in 
western areas of Britain, but were below average almost everywhere else. Much 
of England and Scotland, away from the west, had a dull month with less than 50 
per cent of average sunshine being recorded in parts of north-east England and 
east Scotland. 


The following table gives monthly and annual values of sunshine for the District 
Value Stations, expressed as percentages of the corresponding 1941-70 averages 
for (a) England and Wales, (b) Scotland and (c) Northern Ireland.

During these months, and also in March and October, dense fog was sometimes

fog in inland areas. However, fog formed in many places on the nights of the 
7th/8th and 17th/18th and persisted during the following day in parts of eastern 
England. 


February - Patches of fog formed at times throughout the month and on the 7th 
was slow to clear in parts of central England and west Wales. Extensive hill fog 
was reported on the 25th and 26th. 


March - Overnight fog in inland areas mostly occurred during the first two weeks 
and generally cleared quickly after sunrise, but on the night of the 3rd/4th fog 
developed widely over England and Wales and was slow to clear in places. 
Extensive hill and coastal fog was reported in the north and west between the 7th 
and 10th. 


April - Fog occurred most frequently during the first week, from about the 17th to 
24th and towards the end of the month. Eastern counties of Scotland and 
England, and the Midlands, were the most affected areas and fog formed exten- 
sively on coasts and hills at times. 


May - Overnight fog patches formed from time to time, and during the first week 
became dense in places. Coastal fog was persistent at times, particularly during 
the second half of the month. 


June - Patches of overnight fog developed in many inland areas at the beginning 
of the month and also during the third week, but soon cleared after sunrise. 
Coastal fog was more persistent, however, particularly in south-western districts 
and in the north of Scotland. 


July - Fog affected western and northern coasts fairly frequently and also 
occurred in eastern Scotland and north-eastern England towards the end of the 
month. Patchy overnight fog formed in inland areas during the second week and 
also later in the month.

August - Fog patches in inland areas mostly occurred during the middle two 
weeks, but coastal fog was reported from time to time throughout the month and 
was widespread and persistent in northern Scotland and in the Northern Isles 
during the first week. 


September - Most of the fog which formed in inland areas occurred between the 
3rd and 11th or between the 19th and 25th. Fog mostly cleared quickly after 
sunrise in inland areas, but coastal fog was more persistent at times, chiefly 
affecting northern Scotland, west Wales, south-west England and the Channel 
Islands. 


October - Overnight fog occasionally formed in inland areas during the first week 
but occurred more frequently during the second week ana again towards the end 
of the month. Fog was widespread and dense in many places between the 12th 
and 14th and again in parts of England between the 27th and 29th. 


November - Patches of fog formed in many areas during the first two weeks of the 
month and became dense in South Wales and ir central and southern England 
between the 9th and 12th. Towards the end of the month freezing fog became 
dense in some places, persisting all day on the 29th in parts of the south Midlands 
and again on the 30th in the Vale of York and east Midlands. 


December - Fog developed fairly frequently in eastern, central and south-eastern 
England during the first week and also between the 18th and 23rd. The fog was 
dense and freezing at times, persisting all day in places. Patches of fog also 
affected parts of southern Scotland at times. 


MISCELLANEOUS PHENOMENA 


On 3rd January whirlwinds were reported in Hull (Humberside) and in 
Newmarket (Suffolk), where extensive damage occurred. Small tornadoes were 
also reported to have caused some damage to property in Macclesfield (Cheshire) 
and Walsall (Staffordshire) on 1st June. There were reports of funnel clouds 
during May and July: on 15th May numerous reports were received from places 
in Somerset, Oxfordshire, Norfolk, Suffolk and Essex, and during July a funnel 
cloud was observed over the sea to the north cf Manston (Kent) on the 20th and 
another over the North Downs near Gatwick Airport (West Sussex) on the 30th. 
Waterspouts were also reported on two occasions; off Jersey in the Channel 
Islands on 26th September and near Scarborough (North Yorkshire) on 27th 
Novernber.
